MAKE DOUGHNUTS FOR 
CHRISTMAS PARTIES 

Doughnuts belong to Christmas ana 
the colder winter months. They are 
frewned upon by « many —peop_e‘be- 
cause they are 
digest. They certainly are not idea: 
food for children and for invalids but 
en active person can digest dough- 
nuts if they have been properly madc 
and they are eafen in moderation. 

The temperature of the fat is 
most important. If the fat is too coi 
the doughnuts become soaked with 
Bat and a doughnut of this type is 
certainly hard to digest. If the fat 
da too hot it is decomposed into 
acrofein, Fat should not be smoking 
hot for frying foods. | 

Test the temperature of the far/ 
‘with a little of the uncooked mixtur: 
or with a little bread. A small cube 
of bread should turn a golden brown 
in sixty seconds. This, fact is the cor 
rect temperature for raw foods like 
doughnuts or fritters, 

If cooked foods such as croquette* 
ere fried the fat can also be testeo 
with a amall cube of bread. The 
bread should turn ae golden brown ‘2 
forty secori’s in this case. 

The kettle for deep-fat fryi ng | 
sho''? be a Gem one. Th's prevents 
The fet from boiling over the stove. 
Het fat is much hotter thon hot 
ye sO greater care must be taken 

to prevent burns. 

A kettle of heavy material should 
be ue-d. This holds. the fat ata 
@teady temperature and this is most 
important in frying doughnut. Au 
iron kettle is best. It takes a lw ¢ 
time to heat up but once the pan and 
fat. are heated through they remain 
at a uniform temperature. 

If the fat has been used several 
times ‘t ie wise to c'arify it. Add a 
few slices of raw potatoes and heat 
gradually. The potato absorbs some 
of the strong odors. Strain the hot 
fat through a cloth over a strainer. 
Thie removes all the solid particjes 
and pieces of burned food. 

Land is used a great deal for deep 
fat frying. Some of the lard substi- 
tutes which are made of vegetable 
oils are even more satisfactory. A 
combination of lard and a second fai 
is advised. at rendered from poultry 
is excellent for frying doughnuts. 

Do not put too many doughnuts in 
the pan at once as this lowers the 
temperature of the fat too much.
